Spectacle. | 


POSEN, Sept, 4— Emperor William~has 
conferred the Order ‘of the Black Eagle on 
Gen. Tcherkéf and that of the Royal 


Crown and Btar on Gen. Becker, comman- 
der of the St. Petersbure Life Guards, the 
regiment of Frederick Wiillam III. 

he town of Posen pe dedon H ‘hei brill- 
iantly tlluminated last night. The public 
buildings and the residences of the arch- 
bishops and the canons were handsomely 
decorated. Thousands of persons assembled 
in front,of the buildi where the Emperor 
and Empress are staying, and, at intervals, 
cheered them vociferously. 

Emperor William received Gen. Tcher- 
koff and the other Russian officers before 
dinner. He conversed with them and ad- 
dressed them all as follows:’ 

“Gentlemen: Before taking my leave I 
must express to you my pleasure at havin 
been able to welcome at our parade the o 
ficers of my two Russian regiments. whose 
unforms I am proud to wear. For tiiis pleas- 
ure I am indebted to the kindness of his 
majesty, the Czar, who, on my visit to 
Reval, cordially approv ed of our being in- 
vited here. 

“Vo presence is not merely a visit of 
the officers of my fine Russian regiments 
but it Is also proof of that old comradeship 
in arms which has united our armies for 
the last century. That this comradeship 
still exists is shown by two facts: 

“First, on the day of your arriy ai] I abol- 
ish the military radius of Posen) thereby 
rendering possible the peaceable idevelop- 
ment of the old fortress town. . 

“Second, 7 have today, in honor of your 
presence, donned for the first time the 
auguillettes which his majesty, the Czar 
exchanged with me in token of our personal 
friendship. They shall, in the very words 
of your august mastef, form a link in that 
strong chain which binds us both! in true 
friendship. May God's blessing make it 
ever so remain.’ 

The great fortifications that made Posen 
a generation ago one of the most limpreg- 
nable strongholds in Europs, and second 
only to Metz, in Germany, and which have 
been ordered by the Emperor to be demol- 
ished, he announced to the Russians today 
in his farewell to them, consist of 12 miles 
of huge earth and masonry ramparis. They 
were begun in 1828, and were never really 
finished, because they were continually 
modified as the + my defense and offense 
developed. Ab $50,000,000 has been spent 
on these tortifications first and last, and 
yet a gun was never fired at them, for the 
place was never beleaguered 

The mere work of demolition will cost 
several more millions, of which the munici- 
pality will gladly pay its share. Although 
the population of the «ity, about 115,000, 
will spread a mile or two In every directian 
beyond the walls, no brick or stone build- 
ings can be permitted within’a half-mile 


zone, so that no enemy may be able to find 
cover. The natural growth of the city is 
thus suffocated. The inhabitants of Posen 
petitioned Enrperor William to cancel the 
military decree establishing the fortifica- 
tions, and he chose the time of his visit 
to do so.

HELP MAKE THE CITY CLEAN. 

Uncollected garbage being a menace to health and a legal nul- 
gance, it is evident that persons who hinder iis collection by mix- 
ing foreign substances with it, as complained of in letters to the 
Post-Dispatch, are working against public interests and shcyld 
be prevented from continuing their illegal acts. 

The Post-Dispatch has callei attent on to the sections of the 
city ordinances under which citizens can compel the prompt col- 
lection of garbage. But the contractors are expressly exept d 
from collecting garbage mixed with tin cans, ashes, sawdust, 
glass or refuse that is not of vegetable or animal origin. The 
person who throws such ma‘ter into a garbage receptacle is 
thereby giving the contracior a valid excuse for leaving the gar- 
bage uncoilected. 

Section 682 of the city ordinances makes the mixing of garbage 
with these foreign substances a m sdemeanor, punishable !y a 
fine of from $10 to 850, and it is the duty of the garbage contractor 
to rt such cases to the health department. It is a.so the duty 
of police ty enforce this and other sections of the gar.age 
ordinance. . 

Householders should continue to complain to the garbage iIn- 
gpector and to insiet upon obedience to the iaw in every particu- 
lar and by every person interested. We can only have a cl an 
St. Louls by constent watchfulness and labor on the part of citi- 
gens and uuthoritier in co- ate to that end.

DIPLOMATIC AND JIDICIAL 


THE BERLIN AMBASSADORSHIP 
BEST OF THE LOT, 


As a Candidate for Renomination Good 
Places to Be Bestowed on Friends 
Would Be a Strong Spoke in 
His Wheel, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4. — President 
Roosevelt now has on hand ready for dis- 
tribution quite a respectable quantity of 
federal patronage, but a large proportion 
of it represents places that will not ma- 
terially add to the strength of his political 
machine. Three of the present and one of 
the prospective vacancies are judicial, and 
these are supposedly far removed from 
close contact with active party work. 

The position of ambassador tO Germany 
is the most remunerative vacancy now 
open. The salary is $17,500 a year, but the 
social requirements of the post are such 
that none other than a man of wealth 
could think of accepting it. 

Bellamy Storer, now minister to Spain, 
is the most formidable candidate for this 
place. He is an OQOhie millionaire and 
abundantly able to afford the luxur~w He 
has ceased to be a factor in state politics 
and would not add to the President's fol- 
lowing. 

Assistant Secretary of State Hill is also 
a strong possibility. He has the requisite 
money, but is not heavily backed except on 
the score of ability. 

If George L. Von Meyer obtains the con- 
gressional nomination fro mthe Sixth Mas- 
sacnussetts district,formerly represented by 
Secretary Moody, the Italian mission will 
also become yacant. ‘This post, curiously 
enough, pays only $12,000) a year, while all 
the other ambassadors receive £17,500. No 
explanation ‘s given for this difference in 
in emoluments. ‘Tire position is claimed as 
belonging to Massachusetts, and ex-Gov. 
Wolcott and others or wealth have been 
mentioned in that connection. 

Persistent efforts are being made to 
force the removal of Am or Ciayton, 
and the Mexican mission may become the 
prey of some practical politician at any 
time. Gossip gave the place to H. Clay 
Evans, former commissioner of pensions, 
but he was satisfied with being made con- 
sul-general to London. ‘The South will lay 
claim to this position when vacant. 

The assistant secretaryship of the treas- 
ury, now held by Gen. Spaulding, which 
pays $4500 9 year, will soon be vacant. 
Positive informution received here is that 
the President has definitely selected Henry 
Tichenor of New York for this office. 

It has been positively stated that Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster-General Bristow will 
be removed within the next few weeks, al- 
though Mr. Bristow says he will not re- 
sign. Senators Hanna, Scott and Elkins 
have been making a fight to secure his dis- 
missal, and are said to have won. The place 
pays $4000 a year, and is of more political 
importance than any of the others men- 
tioned. Great influence can be _ exerted 
through the selection of the 60,000 fourth- 
class postmasters. Mr. Bristow is from 
Kansas. 

There is an exceptionally good place va- 
cant on the District of Columbia supreme 
bench, caused by the death of Justice Brad- 
ley. A long fight has been waged to have 
a local attorney selected, on the ground 
that the doctrine of home rule should pre- 
vail in filling this office, but the President 
is favorable to John G. Thompson of Illi- 
nois, who was strongly indorsed by Repre- 
sentative Cannon and others of the Illinois 
delegation. 

The greatest of all the judicial vacancies 
will be that occasioned by the expected re- 
tirement of Associate Justice Shiras of the 
United &tates Supreme Court, next October. 
It has been strongly intimated that Attor- 
ney-General Knox can have this place if 
hée desires it. His wishes in that direction 
are unknown, although he has offered his 
Pittsburg home for sale, and made other 
changes which indicate a long residence 
ere. Pennsylvania claims this position. 
enators Quay and Penrose are urging the 
appointment of J. Hay Brown, now a mem- 
ber of the state Supreme Court.
